Answer Question No, 4: It is 
our belief that a hospital of 100 
beds should be more economical 
than two units, and that better 
medical services will be avail- 
able. Also the new facility 
would be more attractive for 
new Doctors. ї 

5, What would beithe cost of 
renovating the present facili- 
ties at Belle Glade, with acre- 
dited beds, and how many beds 
could be realized? 

Answer.to Question 5: We do 
not have any reliable estimates 
on cost to remodel but a min- 
imum of 35 acceptible beds 
could be had, if core facilities 
were provided to take care of 
the new beds. We believe it is 
not practical to remodel.

It was then publicly ven- 
erated in Jerusalem, and frag- 
ments of it were detached and 
dispersed for devotion through- 
out the whole world. 

St. Philip Benizi Parish, Belle 
Glade is fortunate to have one| 
of the True relics which is ех-| 
posed for veneration at the Hol- | 
ly Cross Mission of Intiantown, | 
on Good Friday. The veneration 
that is paid to this precious re- 
lic is actually paid to the one| 
represented, Jesus Christ our| 
Lord, who died on it, just as 
when we kiss our mother's pic- | 
ture we do not give out affec- | 
tion to the paper, but to our| 
mother. 

Rohault de Fleury in 1870,| 
after careful study of all the 
relics of the True Cross in ex- 
istence, found that all together 
they would make two-fifths of 
a cubic foot out of an estimat- 
ed Cross six and five-elghths 
cubic feet of timber. The larg- 
est relics of the True Cross are 
found in Jerusalem, Rome Brus- 
sels, and Ghent. Particles ven- 
erated are very small, but they 
are very precious to us.

Any livestock producer who 
feels he has a just claim for 
loss or damage that occurred in 
connection with tbe sale of his 
livestock at a market or through 
a dealer subject to the Packers 
and Stockyards Act will find 
U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture employees engaged in en- 
forcing this Federal law ready 
io hlep him with his claim. 

"One of the least understood 
features of this Federal law is 
the protection it give livestock 
producers in their marketing 
transactions,” it is said.

Following a loss, the produc- 
er should first go to the stock- 
yard owner, market agency or 
dealer he thinks responsible for 
the loss and present his claim, 
Holstun said. If the claim can- 
not be settled, the producer may 
then file a complaint with the 
district P&S office. Forms to 
be used in filing complaints are 
available at the district office.

Korean Veterans 
Should Accelerate 
GI Bill Training 

Many of the 140,000 Korea 
veterans, in night school or part- 
time training under the Korean 
GI Bill, should accelerate tbeir 
training if they wish to com- 
plete all their: courses before 
their GI benefits terminate, the 
Veterans Administration warn- 


| ed today. 


Under the law, a Korean vet- 
eran's termination date is eight 
years from the date of his dis- 
charge of release from active 
duty. In no event may he take 
GI training beyond January 31, 
1965, Rufus H. Wilson, Manager 
of the St. Petersburg Veterans 
Administration Regional Office, 
pointed out.

Costs $179,000 
|For Month of March 

Mr. Thomas E. Penick, chair- 
man of District 10 Welfare 
Board of the State Department 
of Public Welfare, reported that 
in Palm Beach County 5,873 
persons were assisted in the 
four categories of public assist- 
ance for the month of March, 
1962. 

A total of 1,897 persons receiv- 

ed Old Age Assistance in the 
amount of $85,404. 101 persons 
received Aid to the Blind, total- 
ing $6,047. 900 families, repre- 
senting 2,859 children, received 
Aid to Dependent Children in 
the amount of $56,388. 329 per- 
sons received Aid to the Disabl- 
ed in the amount of $18,133. 

In addition 469 children re- 
ceived service during the month 
223 of whom were in foster 
homes. The total state and local 
cost for these child welfare ser- 
vices was $13,293.62. 

re were 7 adoption peti- 
tions studied for the Circuit 
Court. These are children plac- 
ed in homes independent of ser- 
vice though a licensed child 
placing agency, and the Welfare 
Board is responsible according 
to law to make these reports to

Calf Slaughter 
February calf slaughter in 
Florida totaled 12,100 head, 7,- 
400 below January, 5,600 below 
February last year and the 
smallest since April 1961. Aver- 
age liveweight of 204 pounds in 
February was up 8 pounds from 
January but 5 pounds less than 
February a year ago. 


Cows Through Auctions up 

Cows sold through Florida 
auctions have increased rather 
sharply since 1953, reaching the 
peak in 1958. Movement level- 
ed off near 95 thousand head 
in 1961. Cows sold for slaughter 
continue to dominate, constitut- 
ing 7 percent of total cows mov- 
ing through Florida auctions in 
1961. 

The number of cows sold for 
slaughter through Florida auc- 
tions during the 4-year (1958-61 
veriod was greatest from May 
through October. This reflects 
heavy culling of cows and the 
return to market of cows put 
on pasture in the spring months. 
Peak marketings during the 4- 
year period occurred in October 
while smallest sales occurred 
in March. 

Prices were highest February 
through April when numbers 
were smallest, As numbers in- 
creased seasonally, prices de- 
clined. December prices were 
generally favorable, reflecting 
limited volume through auctions 
during the holiday season.
